But lha thlnge 
of the sou! should have an even greater 
pl'ice There baa been in the past in 
This country far too much of that gross 
materialism which in the end eats like 
nn acid into alt tho floor qualities of 
our souls. 


The war cam*;—our gross ideals were, 


hh:merc<l and the scales fell from our 
oyw and we saw things as they really 
were. Suddenly in the awful presence 
<>t death we trow to understand the 
true value of life. We realized that 
;.nly those men were fit to livo who 
were not afraid to die; that although 
death was a terrible thing, yet that 
there were other things thafwere more 
terrible, other things that made life 
nut worth IIvine.' All the finest of. our 
voting men, all. those of high souls, re- 
i-ponded eagerly to the call to arms, 
the son of the rich man and the son of 
tlio poor man, Bide by aide, neither 
i lalmlng any favor except the chance : 
in win honor and perform duty in the 
face of deadly peril. These men who 
have been going and are going.abroad 
hy the/millions are sacrificing every- 
thing for the sake of a great Ideal. 
They-have shown their willingness to 
nacrinee.money and ease and pleasure 
nnd life itself when duty calls and 
the nation bids them go. 
Prepare for Works of. Peace 


Let us who are left behind in' our 


turn strive to make our liven a little 
nearer the-right ideal. Let us intro- 
duce, into the work..of peace some- 
thing of the spirit that they have/In- 
troduced into tho work.of waiv vvneh 
these men come home, or at least when 
those of them •who escape death come 
home, I believe/ that they ought to de- 
mand a jtister. type "of •_ life, socially 
and industrially, in this country.* I 
believe, and I hopo.'that' they will de- 
mand a loftier idealism: in both our 
public and private affairs,'and better 
and more common'-sense 'methods of 
reducing our ideate to practice .and 
making them realizable-. I believe that 
they, will themselves show both ideal- 
ism and also that common. senaa the 
lack-of which insures disaster in peace 
as in war. I think they will inslat upon 
a livelier sense .of brotherhood, and 
yet will no less Inslat upon'the duty 
of recognising leadership. Let the dif- 
ference of reward be aa great.ao that 
.between ,o'ur generals and admirals, 
such as Pershlng and Slma, and the 
warrant officers or senior non-com- 


. missioned officers under .them. But let 


there be a better proportion than is now 
tho case in industrial life between the 
service rendered and the reward given. 
Gradually I hope to see the wage- 
worker .become in~ a real sense a part- 
ner in the enterprise in which he 
works; and to achieve this end he 


• must develop the .power of self-control 


the power of recognizing the rifjhtB o: 


. others no leas than. Insisting upon his 


own; 
he must develop common sense, 


profiteer IB worse, but the slacker Is 
almost as bad. 
As for the profiteer, 


any man who nmlves a fortune out of 
this war ought to be held up to derla- 
ion and scorn. 
No man should come 


out of this war materially ahead of 
what be was when he went Into It* 
There must be some rewafVl for capital 
necessary In order to make (^profit- 
able to do tha necrssarv work and to 
cover the necessary risks; this is in- 
dispensable, 
nnd 
the 
government 


should see thai neither drmagogy nor 
ignorance Interferes with this neces- 
sary reward. Hut we heartily approve, 
aa a war measure, heavy progressive 
taxation of all profits, beyond the rea- 
sonable profit necessary for tho con- 
tinuance, of Industry. Moat of our cap- 
tains of finance are doing with all their 
energy necessary governmental work 
without 
any financial 
reward 
for 
themselves. I honor these 
men, 
I 


honor their sons who have gone to the 
war. 
But I have acant patience -with 


tho other men who treat 
the 
war 


merely a.i a rhance for profitl and I 
have least patience with the rich men 
who keen their sons at home. I will 
not excuse tho poor man from going 
to war; but I would make It obliga- 
tory on the. man who has much. As for 
the profiteer, if I could get at him 1 
would like to put him to digging the 
front trenches. I would put beside him 
his brother In wrongdoing, the slack- 
er or the loafer, tho man who limits 
the output when It is necessary at this 
time that we should have the greatest 
possible production; and I would do 
this whether he was acting as an in- 


man who limits his output here at 
home. 
Bolshevist;, too 
' 


In all things I would keep Just ae far 


from Bolshevism as-fcOmJialseriain, In 
thin country the Germanized socialists 
have shown themselves in their true 
light as the enemies of the republic; 
and I would permit no enemies of the 
republic to he at larpe whilo thn re- 
public IB at denth-grlps with a foreign 
foe. 1 am utterly against every species 


vation by formulas which were con- 
demned alike by common sense and 
common morality and which their own 
actions belied. 


1 believe that when this tfrar i« over 


we should prepare for our ceif-defense 
Hguinut other nn turns, und I *'"li«*v* we 
Khould prepare for our own Inner de- 
velopment. And in order to meet both 
need?. I believe in thn principle of uni- 
versal service. Of this, military «erv-

1U entire length the course lies hn- 
tween Scylla and Charybdls; and the 
heated extremists who Inslat 
upon 


avoiding only ona gulf of destruction 
Invariably land In the other—and then 
take refuge In the meager consolation 
afforded by denouncing as "inconsist- 
ent'' the pilot who strives to avoid 
both. 
Order without liberty ami lib- 


erty without order are equally, destruc- 
tive; special privilege for the few and 
special privilege 
for 
the many are 


profoundly 'anti-social; tho fact that 
unlimited Individualism is ruinous In 
no way alters the fact that unlimited 
state socialism Rpells ruin of a differ- 
ent kind. All of this ought to be trite 
to reasonably intelligent people—even 
If they are professional intellectuals— 
but In practice an endleps*lnsipt**nc** on 
these simple fundamental 
truths 
is 


endlessly necessary. 
Tyranny and Weaknead 


Before our eyes the unfortunate Rus- 
sian nation furnishes nn example on a 
gigantic 
of what to avoid in os- 


cillating between extremes. The auto- 
cratic and bureaucratic despotism of 
the Romanoffs combined extreme tyr- 
anny with extreme inefficiency; and the 
Bolshevists have turner! the revolution 
into a veritable witches' Sabbath of 


suffrage can be justified only by uni- 
versal service, service in peace and 
service in war. ' The man who will not 
render this service has no right to the 
vote. If he won't fight for the coun- 
try In war and do his duty by the 
country In peace, we ought not to per- 
mit him to vote in the country- 
The 


conslcentious objector, who won't serve 
as a soldier or won't pay his taxes, has 
no place In a republic like oura, and 
should be expelled from it, for no man 
who won't pull his weight In the boat 
has a right In the boat. The Society 
of Friends have come forward in this 
war just as gallantly as they came 
forward In the civil war, and all true 
believers in peace will do well to fol- 
low their example. 


Wo now have "an approach to the 


universal service which some of us 
have for many years been demanding. 
We now have all men from IS to 45 
required to serve their country, and 
rrnulred to register. Let us make this 
system permanent and let us use It for 
the purpose of peace no less than for 
the purpose of war 
Let us extend the 


principle to women no less than to 
men. 
Let us have suffrage or service. 


Ix-t us demand the service from wom- 
en as we do from men. and In return 
give the suffrage to all men nnd wom- 
en who in peace and war perform the 
service, and to no others. Base suf- 
frage on service and not on sex. Trent 
it not as an unearned privilege, but as 
n duty which each of us is to perform 
In a spirit of service to all of us, and 
has never been universal obligatory 
unless the person enjoying it does' his 


or her full duty hi p*«tce and war. 
, 


Trainlnn snd Service 


Universal training is a pre-requisite 


for efficient universal service. It Is 
Just as much a pre-requUlte for effi- 
cient service in war aa for efficient 
service tn peace. It Is just as much a 
pre-requ>site for women as for men. 
At this moment w* have ^embodied In 
law the principle of universal military 
ftfi'i Je« for men, but i»a«mueh as thfr*.' 
ahs never been universal obligatory 
military training for the service we 
now have to do all this training during 
the war Itself. In consonu^nce we wer*- 
not able to exert 
any 
considerable 


fraction nf our man power until over 
a year after we went to war, and over 
uvu years will have eUpsed before tht- 
proportion of our strength thus actu- 
ally uBcable and used will be anywheix- 
near as great as tho proportion of the 
French. English or Italian strength 
thus used. This means that during the 
first year of the war we would have 
been absolutely helpless, and during 
the first year and a half alnfost help- 
less, against our antagonists if we had 
not been protected by the armies and 
navies of our alilee. 
In other words, 


while we were hardening our unpre- 
pared and helpless strength, and mak- 
ing It ready, we were saved-from the 
strength and fury of our enemy only 
by the Birenath and valor of our allies. 
We now have universal military serv- 
ice. If four years ago we had had uni- 
versal military training, so that the 
nervice would have been Immediately 
efficient when called for, the war 
would have been over within 90 days 
from the time we entered It, and in- 
finite bloodshed and treasure would 
have been spared. Next time wo may 
not have allies to protect us. And even 
if we do have allies, let us remember 
that our latent strength is siu-h that 
if we prepare it 
in 
advance, 
ihe 


chances are strong for our imi\oHins 
an almost Immediate peac-i1 in any 
conflict Into which we aro oblrged to 
.enter; whereas, If we do not prepare 
It in advance we nre doomed to im- 
potence In any war unless we have 
allies who protect us during the year 
or two we spend In hurried and ex~- 
travagant efforts to do what we- ought 
to have already done,

On account 
of the hlRh speed at which they run 
they should have frequent attention 
Do not neglect to oil the bearings oc- 
casionally and to Inspect the commuta- 
tor to see if the brushes are sparking

If emery or carborundum compound

Discord Among Belgians 


From the'~ U. S. Committee on Public Information, .Washington, D. C. 


. .One of the most carefully cpnaldered, 
insidious,- and yet wholly unsuccessful 
methods adopted by the Germans to se- 
cure permanent control^bt Belgium, has 
DC"en the fomchtlnjr of, hatred between 
the rtwo- races"*- which - inhabit the coun- 
try so that one of-trnntv may be glad to 
rely-upon German'support'in order to 
secure ascendancy-over the other.' 
';.The,approximately. 8,000.000.inhabit- 
ants of :Belgiuin ;are ".aboxit equally di- 
vided -between Flemings and Walloons, 
with a slight predominance of the .for- 
jnor in numbers. The 
dividing linn 


runs* from Yprcs- through Brussels 10 
the Dutch border, tb'e. people/living 
north: of it. being ^Flemings who speak 
Flemish.'a.language very:cloEely akin 
to Dutcli; "and the* people.-who live 
south, of H being Walloons who speak 
French. Most of the agricultural pop- 
ulation is in Flanders; most of the in- 
dustrial population is found among- the 
Walloons. French Is the language of 
the* cultured and the wealthy so that 
although few Walloons speak Flemish, 
many Flemings speak French. Des- 
pite the difference in language, how- 
ever, the two peoples lived in unity and 
contentment 'because tho two lan- 
guages, were'legally upon an equality 
in the legislature, the courts and the 
schools. 
Germans Try to Provoke JM Feeling • 


Aa soon aa the Germans were well 


established in Belgium, Governor Gen- 
eral von BisKlng- founded the Vlamis- 
chos Burb which has been ever since, 
one of tho most active departments of 
the German administration. 
German 


specialists in philology and 
enthno- 


graphy soon flooded the neutral pres.s 
with inspired statements pretendiVif: to 
show that Belgium was deeply divided 
between two opposfng factions and in- 
sisting -upon the' urgent need of Ger- 
man control in order to settle the 
Flemish problem. 
The Germans fol- 


lowed up this propaganda with three 
measures designed to develop perman- 
ent animosity between the two peoples.

.with •• seven professors', 'one German 
one Dutch"and five Belgians, all men o 
no-distinction. In addition there wer 
a dozen teachers of minor rank, chiefl 
German and-Dutch. As. was to be'e 
peeled, the' university was boycotte 
At the beginning of 1917, .it conialne 
but 138 students of whom only a sma

group of copperhead Helglans known 
as Activlsta, These renegades sent a 
deputation to Berlin with the request 
that the division of their native land 
be put Into effect. 
The conncil and 


activists generally who tire contempt- 
ible In number and- composition are 
hated by all the Belgians. Insulted, 
hissed and mobbed at every opportun- 
ity. Their lives would not he worth a 
centime but for Gorman police protect 
tlon. They arc very "active" holding 
meetings and processions which are 
very provocative of disorder. On Feb- 
ruary 9, 1918 the chief justice and two 
associate Judges of tho court of ap- 
peals nt Hnissnls were arrested and de- 
ported to Germany for Instituting pro- 
ceedings ngninst the activists.

•ource of the present friction between 
Bulgarfk and Turkey, recently reportoa; 
In dispatches from abroad. Mr, Morgen- 
thau's account la as follows: 


Th* failure of th» Allied fleet at the 


Dardanelles did not definitely settle the 
fate of Constantinople 


The moBt 'direct road to the ancient 


capital stll! remain**! available to their 
•n*mte>. 


In early September, 1916, one of the 


most Influential flcrmana in the city 
cave me a •detallea explanation of the 
prevailing military situation. Ho summed 
Up the whole matter in the single phrase: 


"We cannot hold the Dardanelles with- 


out the .military support of Bulgaria." 


Thl» meant, ,of course, that unlfiss 


Bulgaria adopted tha cause ot Turkey 
and the Central Empires, the Gallipot! 
expedition would 'aucceed, Constantinople 
would fall, the,.Turkish Emnlro would 
collapse, Russia would be recreated as 
an economic and military power, and 
the war, In a comparatively brief period, 
•would terminate In a victory for the 
Entente. Not improbably the real neu- 
trality of Bulgaria would have had the 
*ame result. It Is thus perhaps not too 
much to say that. In, September and Oc- 
tober of 1915 tha BulBarlan aovernment 
held the duration of th'e war in iw hands.

Tho lieu- 
tenant walked among his men, keeping 
cool and calm and encouraging them. 
No re-enforcements .arrived, as was 
expected.

ner ordered his men to leave and said 
ho would stay. They refused to go. 
He started off with them, slipped a 
note in tho hand of one of his men 
and hurried back to tho building ao4 
fired Runs to make tlie Germans thiftor 
tho fort was hold by a large number.
